Maine woods last summer tells an in- 
teresting story of the Intelligence of a 
family of woodpeckers which he en- 
countered near the headwaters of tho 
Allesrash. and which were most un- 
commonly bright birds. As every one 
knows who has observed these bir 9 
at all they feed on the worms which 
burrow into trees. Any worm with a 
fair amount of activity can bore a gal- 
lery three or four feet long in a tree 
in a single season, eo to find his prey 
the woodpecker lias to make several 
holes in the tree in order to get at his 
victim. 
This particular family of 


woodpeckers having stune dilDcultv tn 
getting at the worms after they have 
drilled a hole into his gal!e:y, pro'ios d 
to save themselves iinnci'e8>aiy wnrk. 
And what do you think they did? In 
the Allegash woods grows the "Indian 
poke." a plant with be.ties possets- 
ins: an alkaline juice particularly d.sa- 
grceablo to all animal life. 
And r-o 


these Allogash wo >dp» ckers, having 
made an cutianec into the domain o' 
the borer, proceed next to drop ber- 
ries of the Indian poke into the onou- 
incr. And so much does the worm dis 
like the odor of the poke boiries th.it i 
hc> conies out 1o get away from it. aivl 
incidentallv to see who has had tho 
Impertinence to cause him so mudi 
discomfort, lie no'ver uoN auj further 
than the entrance, because Mi. Wood-

BOERS STILL BOMBARD THE; 


TOWN. 


British Troop* Maaslng at Durban for 


Hellef of Lwfxamlth—UrH P*r«o 
Will fo to th* Assistance of Cen- 
tral White— Ladysmith Completely 
Enveloped In Smoke. 


Estcourt, Natal, Nov. IS.— Heavy 


•ring is proceeding in the direction of 
Ladysmith. 
Some reports are so 


much heavier than any heard pre- 
viously as to lead to a general belief 
that the British heavy naval guns are 
active again. 


The safe arrived at Ladysmith of 


Lieutenant Hooper of the Fifth Lan- 
cers shows that communication with 
the garrison is possible. He was 
anxious to rejoin his regiment and 
started hence, accompanied by a Na- 
tal policeman. They .succeeded in 
traversing the Boer lines. 


A party which rode out several 


miles to observe the bombardment of 
Ladysmith could see a "long torn," a 
40-pounder, posted en the railway side 
of the Bulwara, firing at intervals of 
six to eight minutes. Another gun 
was observed in operation a little dis- 
tance away. Puffs of smoke were dis- 
cernible on the opposite side, showing 
that Ladysmith was withstanding a 
big bombardment. The locality of the 
town was a huge caldron of smoke. 


Boer Invasion Begins. 


London, Nov. 13. — News from South 


Africa indcates that the Boer inva- 
sion of the eastern part of Northern 
Cape Colony seems to have begun in 
earnest. A Boer commando is mov- 
ing in the neighborhood of Aliwal 
North. Detachments have gone round 
to the south of the town, as the tele- 
graph line has been cut and the rail- 
way torn up, destroying communica- 
tions. 
The Boers have been seen close to 


De Aar. Cclesberg also reports invad- 
ing forces approaching. 


Confirming this advance of the 


Boers comes a despatch to the Secre- 
tary of State for War, with news of a 
ekirraish near Belmont, eighteen mites 
north of the Orange River, a station 
on the Kimberley line, in which Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Cecil Keith Falconer 
was killed and four lieutenants were 
wounded. As Belmont is fifty-three 
miles south of Kimberley as the crow 
flies and eighty-six miles north of De 
Aar by the same measurement, it 
would appear that a strong force of 
Boers has established itself on the 
main line of communication from Kim- 
berley south to Hopetown, De Aar and 
Cape Town. 


The wounded officers include some 


of the North Lancashire reglmertt. It 
Is not stated what the British column's 
strength is, but it is believed it was 
probably a full battalion composed of 
the North Lancashire regiment and 
the Northumberland Fusiliers. 


This information1 is the first that 


has been received as to the where- 
abouts of the Northumberland Fusil- 
iers since they landed. 
It is clear that the Boers are as- 


sembling on the Orange River in great 
numbers. Everything points to this 
district becoming eventually the cen- 
tre of fierce encounters. 


Absence of fuller news from this 


region is taken to indicate that some- 
thing important Is happening there. 
It is quite likely that before long de- 
. velopments there will throw the Lady- 


smith situation wholly into the shade. 


Durban is now the centre of pre- 


parations for the relief of Ladysmith. 
A naval brigade from the cruiser Ter- 
rible has been landed. Other war- 
ships. either in port 01 expected short- 
ly, will do the same 
Within a week fully six thousand 


men will arrive on transports, and the 
forward movement to reinforce Gen- 
eral White will be begun. 


No news of any further fighting at 


Ladysmith has been received so far. 
As is known, Ladysmith can hold out 
afe long as required. It is stated that 
there are unexpected stores there, 
which will astonish the Boers when 
they deliver their attack. In the 
meantime the guns sent up to defend 
the town are silent, either because 
they have not been 
successfully 


mounted or from a desire to husband 
tne ammunition.' 


Efforts are being made to restore 


communication by means of the helio- 
graph. Fuller details of the exact po- 
sition are expected within a few days. 


One oC the most ominous features 


irt the attitude of the Boers is that 
they have not destroyed the railway 
bridge over the Tugela River at Co- 
lenso. They have expressed the Jn- 
tentlon of capturing Ladysmith and 
then marching on the capital of Natal. 


Their retaining the Bulwer bridge 


Intact argues that they are Very con- 
fident of success In their present 
operations. They are certainly con- 
cealing a strong force and will bring 
down as many guns as possible. 
Every hour's delay in the Boers de- 
livering a general attack means gain 
to the British.

Mound City, 111., Nov. 18.— Since 


Jane 21 last, when Michael Tobin mnr- 
dered Major Thomas A. Fitzpatrick of 
this city, the whereabouts of Tobin re- 
mained a mystery until Saturday. 
when his skeleton was found under 
a tree in the woods, two miles north- 
east of here. 


Tbe bones were intact and showed 


ttmt the body had- reclined against the 
tree. Between tb« legs was the shot- 
gun with which Tobin killed Major 
Fits*>atrtck. A string was attached to 
the right foot and to the trigger of the 
gun. Tobin undoubtedly had commit- 
ted suicide.

Four Men of o Surveying^arty Loot In

Tuma, Ariz.. Nov. IS.—Col. A. R. 


gtocker, Chief Engineer of the Yuma 
ud St. Jorge's Bay Railway, with 
bis chief assistant. D. Unruh, and two 
workmen, Manuel Martinez and C. 
B. Tyson, have been lost in tbe Golf 
of California. 200 milea south of 
Yuma. Tho Engineer Corps bad been 
"locating" a new railroad down the 
east bank of the Colorado River to a 
port on tbe Gulf, Their supplies were 
transported in a large sailing bateau. 
In this craft tbe men embarked to sail 
the last twelve miles of their jurney. 
When th,» boat was a mile off shore it 
was caught by a squall, before which 
it drove southward out of sight.

HE SAW FOUR METEORS. 


First Herald* of the Big Shower are 


Seen in Wisconsin. 


Williams Bay, Wis., Nov. 13.—Pro- 


fessor Barnard, who is constantly on 
watch at the Yerkes Observatory, re- 
ports the appearance of four meteors, 
which he considered as belonging to 
the Leonid group without doubt, they 
being the first heralds ot the army 
soon to appear. 
Professor Barnard has received from 


J. A. Brashear. of Allegheny, Pa., three 
four inch portrait lenses, to be used tn 
the photographic telescope, by means 
of which It is confidently expected the 
Leonid meteors can be photographed, 
and a most satisfactory result is con- 
fidently anticipated. Professor Bar- 
nard has also completed a camera of 
his own invention which has a re- 
markably quick action, with which he 
hopes to photograph some of the 
fastest meteors in the approaching 
shower. 


Saved Old Man From Mob. 


Havana, Nov. 13.—An attempt has 


been made in Pinar del Rio to lynch 
an old man named Arteaga, a former 
Spanish guerrilla, who, under the 
Spanish regime, had charge of the 
prison in Pinar del Rio. Arteaga went 
to Spain after the war, but recently 
returned to see hia son. When it be- 
came known that he was in town a 
mob formed and went to the hotel 
where he was staying. The Mayor ad- 
dressed the mob, and Lieutenant Met- 
calf of the Havana police, who also 
was present confronted the crowd 
and took charge of the man they wish- 
ed to lynch. The mob retired before 
the determined attitude assumed by 
Lieutenant Metcalf, who took Arteaga 
to Havana by the next train.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 13.—gov- 


ernment ownership of railroads, the 
political disfranchisement of railroad 
employes and the shooting of railroad 
and trust officials as a possible last re- 
sort are the remedies which George 
Rice, the independent oil refiner, of 
Marietta, Ohio, would apply to correct 
the e% ils of trusts and monopolies He 
has again testified before the Indus- 
trial Commission here. 


Mr. Rice submitted in evidence a 


letter from the Chess Carley Com- 
pany, representing, as he said, the 
Standard Oil Trust, to J. M. Culp, the 
general freight agent of the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad in 1881, sug- 
gesting that the railroad company turn 
another screw. He said this meant 
that the company was to turn another 
screw on his shipments, and that the 
suggestion was complied with by an 
increase of fifty per cent insicle of five 
days.' 


Later in the day Commissioner Far- 


quhar cited the testimony of Mr. Culp 
and Mr. Carley before a Congressional 
Committee, putting an entirely differ- 
ent interpretation on this letter, and 
called attention to the contradiction 
of Mr. Rice's testimony. 


"1 would not believe either of these 


men," said Mr Rice, with consider- 
able warmth. "I have been asked 
why I did not shoot the man who 
wrote that letter. He ought to be 
shot 
He is an arrant scoundrel." 


"Do you recommend shooting as a 


remedy'" asked Commissioner Clarke. 


"It will come to something of that 


kind, I am airaid. if we do not find 
some other remedy." 


Much of Mr. Rice's testimony was a 


repetition m a general way of the evi- 
dence he gave in New York when the 
testimony was taken before a Com- 
missioner in the proceedings against 
the Standard Oil Company for con- 
tempt of the Supreme Court of the 
State of Ohio. 


The railroads, he declared, were the 


fathers and brothers of trusts. He de^ 
clared that the discriminations in fa- 
vor of the Standard had continued 
since the Interstate Commerce law 
went into effect and were practised at 
the present time. One method by 
which he cbprged that the roads gave 
the Standard an advantage was by the 
purchase of all their lubricating and il- 
luminating oils from companies con- 
trolled by the Standard, paying ex- 
orbitant prices, which were in effect 
rebates 


The control of tank cars by the 


Standard also, he said, afforded op- 
portunities for discrimination, as oil 
in those cars was hauled cheaper than 
in barrels, although the railroads had 
to return tne tank cars empty, except 
in rare instances, while the box cars, 
in which the barrels were shipped, 
could be used for freight. 


Another method of discrimination 


which Mr. Rice referred to was the 
false billing to tank cars. He said 
that in one instance a road had earned 
two cars of naptha, containing 100,- 
986 pounds, at 48,000, and he had seen 
the bill of lading. Commissioner Far- 
quhar suggested that this had been 
explained as an accidental mistake. 


"Of course," said Mr. Rice, "a cleri- 


cal error. The case that was dis- 
covered was a clerical error, but how 
about the cases that were not dis- 
covered?" 


In addition to Scoring the Standard 


officials and the railroads, Mr. Rice 
criticised very severely the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the At- 
torney General, vrho have been in of- 
fice since the anti-trust law was en- 
acted, for their alleged failure to en- 
force it. 


"What influence, in your opinion, 


prevents theni from doing their duty?" 
asked Mr. Livingston. "Is it political 
or pecuniary?" 


"It is the great influence of the 


trusts and corporations," was the re- 
ply. 


Ten of the Crew Perished. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 13.—The Phila- 


delphia schooner William M. Bird, 
from Charleston, S. C., to New Lon- 
don, Conn., was wrecked in the Octo- 
ber hurricane off the Frying Pan 
Shoals, North Carolina, and ten of the 
crew, including Captain Barrett, were 
drowned. Two survivors, Mate G. W. 
Loud and a seaman, George Robinson, 
have been landed at Salisbury, Md., by 
the schooner Samuel Beacham, which 
rescued them November 3. They had 
been without food or water for ninety 
hours whea picked up. They say the 
lost men were swept off one by one 
from the wreck as their strength 
failed. 
Brown University Orator in Prison. 
Providence, R. L, Nov. 13.—A letter 


from Rome received by a Brown Uni- 
versity student states that Antonio E. 
Mangano, who was class orator and 
commencement speaker at Brown last 
June, is in prison in Italy for failure 
to serve the requisite time in the army 
there. Mangano came to this country 
when very young, obtained an educa- 
tion and returned. He was never 
naturalized. ^

OUR INTERESTS IN SAMOA.

the condition of the island of Tutuila, 
that is to become the exclusive prop 
erty of the United States upon the pli- 
cation of the recently arranged revision 
of the Samoan question.

Capture of Aguinaldo Acknowledged 


to bo a Difficult Task—Generals Me- 
Arthur and Lawton to Guard the 
South of Luzon—Plans for Ending 
the Trouble are Perfect. 


Manila, Nov. 13.—Major Bell's regi- 


ment and a small force ol cavalry en- 
tered Tarlac Sunday night without op- 
position. 
Whither Aguinaldo. with his 


army and so-called government, has 
fled ig a mystery. 
The forces of Gen. 


MacArthur and General Lawton are 
around Tarlac. Communication with 
distant points is impossible except by 
means of the Government wire, which 
is crowded with official business. 


Wheaton After Aguinaldo. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 13.—In 


order to prevent the escape of Ag<ii- 
naldo from Bayombont;. General Otis 
will send an expedition to capture 
Aparri, on the north coast of Luzon, 
and after establishing its base j<t this 
port the expedition \vill be conveyed 
in cascoes and light draught vessels 
down the river Cagayan and its tribu- 
tary to Bayombong, or wherever Agui- 
naldo may have established his head- 
quarters. 


This expedition will probably be un- 


der the command of Brigadier General 
Wheaton, who has occupied San Ra- 
fael, and is under orders to proceed 
against Dagupan. Before despatching 
him to Aparri General Otis \vill lein- 
forco his command, so that it will bo 
able to destroy any bands of hostile 
natives that it may meet and have 
ample force to crush Aguiualdo's army 
when it is finally brought to bay. Gen- 
erals Lawton and MacArthur will so 
arrange their forces as to keep Agui- 
naldo in the north of Luzon until Gen-

NUTRITIOUS FOODS. 


Beef and Eggs Must Step Down From 


Their High Place. 


Professor Atwater, who has devoted 


hiiTiself to the study for a number of 
years, declares that there is no sing1* 
perfect food, the nearest approach to 
it being milk. No food, however. coi> 
tains the essential constituents in 
right proportions, and thus we have to 
get what we want by combining our 
foods. 


It will be a great shock to many 


thrifty housewives to learn that beef 
and eggs are among the greatest of 
all economical mistakes. A single 
dollar spend in wheat-flour will yield 
as much nutrition as $30 spent on sir- 
loin of beef. 
Sugar ranks next to 


wheat-flour as an economical food, for 
a dollar's worth of sugar contains- as 
much nutriment as $6 worth of milk, 
$12 worth of eggs, or $40 worth of oys- 
ters. In proportion to their cost oys- 
ters arc almost (he least nutritious of 
all foods. Beans nnd potatoes run a 
close 'race for tho third place among 
valuable and cheap foods, and the 
fourth place is shared between fat. salt 
pork and cheeso made from skimmed 
milk. 


Wasted Energy. 


Do you know a man who twiddles 


his thumbs all the time he talks to 
you, 
or his fingers, or possibly the 


watch chain which he wears? Or, it 
he does not do any of these things, he 
does something equally annoying. 


It may be that you yourself, when 


you sit thinking what you will say 
next to your shorthand clerk, beat 
time with the tips of your finger nails 
while she taps her foot. 


All these little idosyncrasies the 


neurologist classes as physical auto- 
matisms and regards as energy wast- 
ers. 


Probably you "will find yourself 


avoiding op stepping on cracks, or 
counting figures In patterns or the 
posts flying past the windows, group- 
ing uniformly rec-.irring shapes in wall 
paper or bisecting lines and rows of 
figures. The-great Napoleon counted 
windows as he walked abroad, and if 
he happened to lose count his temper 
was completely upset for the rest of 
his walk. Everybody knows theA story 
of poor old Dr. Johnson, who counted 
posts, and many sad, insane men are 
c)t«<g the same to-day. One should 
avoid as much au possible this ten- 
dency of mind and body to dissipate 
valuable energy.

tory Ift'st night were not rewarded by 
viewjng any meteoric display beyond 
the ordinary. 


This was due to the fact that the 


exact date of the meteoric flight cannot 
be determined. It is almost absolutely 
certain that the phenomena will appear 
either tonight or tonorrow. 


Prof. Pickering of Harvard rather ex- 


pects the meteors will be seen in great- 
est brilliancy Wednesday night and ear- 
ly Thursday morning, but he will not 
say that the display will not occur to- 
night. These meteors appear regularly 
every 33 year.', and the middle of No, 
vember, 189J, is the date fixed ior their 
next appearance. 


The meteor stream, now known as the 


Leonids, because the meteors radiate 
from a place among the stars forming 
the sickle, in the well known constella- 
tion of Leo, returned in 931, 1002, 1101, 
and in 1202 it is recorded that the 
"stars shot hither and thither in the 
heavens, eastward and westward, and 
flew against one another like a scatter- 
ing swarm of locusts to the nght 
left." 
This phenomena lasted until 


clay break.

As a rule the shower lasts an hour 


about midnight, but oa two occasions it 
has lasted until dawn. In 179'J anc 
1833 the shower of meteors was ex 
ceptionally fine. 


The duration of the shower has variec
